2. And whereas, in exercise of the powers conferred by Section 3 of the UGC Act, 1956, the Central 

Government vide its Notification No.9-38/2006-U3(A) dated 16.12.2008, on the advice of UGC, had declared B. S. Abdur 

Rahman Crescent Engineering College, Vandalur, Chennai, Tamil Nadu as an Institution Deemed to be University, in the 
name of ‘B. S. Abdur Rahman Institute of Science & Technology’, provisionally for a period of five years, subject to certain 
conditions. 

3. And further whereas, in exercise of the powers conferred by Section 3 of the UGC Act, 1956, the Central 
Government vide its Notification No.9-38/2006-U3(A)Pt.l dated 08.06.2018 extended the Deemed to be University status of 
B. S. Abdur Rahman Institute of Science & Technology, Vandalur, Chennai, Tamil Nadu from 16.12.2013onwards. 

4. And whereas. Registrar, B. S. Abdur Rahman Institute of Science & Technology, Vandalur, Chennai, 
Tamil Nadu submitted its request for insertion of a word ‘CRESCENT’ with the name of the Institution i.e. B. S. Abdur 
Rahman Crescent Institute of Science & Technology, Vandalur, Chennai, Tamil Nadu. 

5. And whereas, the Ministry of Human Resource Development, vide its letter No. 9-38/2006-U3(A) dated 
11.08.2016, had conveyed its in-principle approval for change of the name of the Institute subject to fulfilment of the 
following conditions: 

i. Name of the Deemed to be University Society / Trust to be changed in the new name. 

ii. All the assets of the Deemed to be University to be transferred in the new name. 

iii. The Corpus fund to be transferred in the new name. 
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6. And further whereas, the Institution submitted its compliance report on 13.11.2017 with regard to the 
above conditions. The compliance report has been verified by the University Grants Commission. 

7. Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred under Section 3 of the UGC Act, 1956, the Central 
Government, on the advice of the UGC, do hereby change the name of “B. S. Abdur Rahman Institute of Science & 
Technology” to “B. S. Abdur Rahman Crescent Institute of Science & Technology” w.e.f. the issuance of this Notification. 
B. S. Abdur Rahman Crescent Institute of Science & Technology, Vandalur, Chennai, Tamil Nadu shall not use the word 
‘University’ suffixed to its name but may mention the word “deemed to be university” within parenthesis suffixed thereto.

Grants Commission (UGC) Act, 1956 to declare, on the advice of the UGC, an institution of higher learning as a deemed-to- 
be-university. 

2. And whereas, Amrita Vishwa Vidyapeetham, Coimbatore, Tamil Nadu consisting of following five 
Institutions was declared as deemed to be university under Section 3 of the University Grants Commission (UGC) Act, 1956 
vide this Ministry’s Notification No. F.9-25/2000-U.3 dated the 13th January, 2003 subject to a review after five years: 

i. Amrita Institute of Technology and Science, Ettimadai Campus, Coimbatore; 

ii. Amrita Institute of Management, Ettimadai Campus, Coimbatore; 

iii. Amrita Institute of Medical Sciences and Research Centre, Kochi; 

iv. Amrita Institute of Pharmaceutical Sciences, Kochi; and 

v. Amrita Institute of Nursing Sciences. Kochi. 

3. And whereas.in exercise of the powers conferred by Section 3 of the UGC Act, 1956,the Central 
Government vide its Notification No.9-25/2000-U.3A dated 30th September, 2016, on the advice of the UGC, extended the 
status of Deemed to be University of ‘Amrita Vishwa Vidyapeetham’ Coimbatore, Tamil Nadu for another period of five 
years i.e. from 13.01.2008 to 12.01.2013. 

4. And further whereas, ‘Amrita Vishwa Vidyapeetham’ Coimbatore, Tamil Nadu and its Constituent Units 
have been reviewed by UGC through an Expert Committee. Further, in exercise of the powers conferred by Section 3, the 
Central Government vide its Notification No.9-25/2000-U3(A)Pt.3 dated 27th March, 2017, on the advice of the UGC, 
further extended the status of Deemed to be University of ‘Amrita Vishwa Vidyapeetham’ Coimbatore, Tamil Nadu for 
another period of five years i.e. from 13.01.2013 to 12.01.2018 subject to condition that further extension shall be given if a 
separate Society in the name of Deemed to be University is created and all the moveable and immovable assets are legally 
transferred in the newly created Society. Till the deficiencies are rectified, no further expansion shall be permitted to Amrita 
Vishwa Vidyapeetham, Coimbatore, Tamil Nadu. 

5. And whereas, as per the request of Amrita Vishwa Vidyapeetham, Coimbatore, Tamil Nadu and also as 
per the advice of UGC, the Ministry vide its Notification No.9-25/2000-U3(A)Pt.3 dated 6th June, 2018, in exercise of the 
powers conferred by Section 3 of the UGC Act, 1956, extended / regularized the Deemed to be University status to Amrita 
Vishwa Vidyapeetham, Coimbatore, Tamil Nadu uptol2.07.2019 with the conditions that the Institution shall comply with 
the conditions of this Ministry’s Notification dated 27th March, 2017. 
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6. And whereas, after Notification of the UGC (Categorization of Universities (only) for Grant of Graded 
Autonomy Regulations, 2018, Amrita Vishwa Vidyapeetham (Deemed to be University), Coimbatore, Tamil Nadu, which is 
placed in Category-II, has submitted its revised application on 31.07.2018 for starting of an Off-Campus Centre at 
Thiruvallur, Chennai, Tamil Nadu, which was forwarded to UGC for examination and advice. 

7. And whereas, the Chairman, UGC constituted a Committee for examining the application, which has, after 
due deliberations, recommended that keeping in view the academic credentials, NAAC & NIRF rankings, Category-II under 
UGC graded autonomy Regulations, infrastructure created and undertakings provided by the Sponsoring Trust and Institution 
Deemed to be university, the committee unanimously recommends that the Ministry of HRD may consider approval of the 
off-campus centre of Amrita vishwa Vidyapeetham (Deemed to be University) at Thiruvallur, Chennai (Tamil Nadu) from 
the academic year 2018-19 in accordance with the procedure already approved. 

8. Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by Section 3 of the UGC Act, 1956, the Central 
Government, on the advice of the UGC, do hereby accord its approval toAmrita Vishwa Vidyapeetham (Deemed to be 
University), Coimbatore, Tamil Nadu to start an Off-Campus Centre at Thiruvallur, Chennai, Tamil Nadu, with effect from 
the issuance of this Notification. This declaration is further subject to the following conditions: 

i. Amrita Vishwa Vidyapeetham, Coimbatore, Tamil Nadu shall comply with its commitments submitted in 
the form of undertakings within 6 weeks from the issuance of this Notification. 

ii. The Chennai Campus shall be reviewed by UGC biennially for six years and subsequently after five years 
as prescribed under the UGC (Institutions Deemed to be Universities) Regulations, 2016, as amended from 
time to time. 

iii. All conditions that were stipulated in the Ministry’s earlier Notifications shall continue to be in force and 
shall be complied with by the Institution. 

iv. The management as well as all the moveable and immovable assets/properties of the Off-Campus at 
Thiruvallur, Chennai, Tamil Nadushall legally vest with Amrita Vishwa Vidyapeetham, Coimbatore, Tamil 
Nadu and registered as such in the interest of future of students, members of faculty, employees and for 
maintaining the standards of higher education. 

v. There shall be no diversion of assets or funds/revenues of the Institution Deemed-to-be-University/or of its 
Off-Campus Centre(s), without prior permission of the UGC. 

vi. Amrita Vishwa Vidyapeetham, Coimbatore, Tamil Nadu as well as its Off-Campus Centre at Thiruvallur, 
Chennai, Tamil Nadushall not engage or indulge in any activities that are of commercial and profit making 
in nature. 

vii. The academic programmes to be offered at the Off-Campus Centre at Thiruvallur, Chennai, Tamil Nadu 
shall conform to the norms and standards prescribed by the UGC and other Statutory Councils concerned. 

viii. The Off-Campus Centre at Thiruvallur, Chennai, Tamil Nadushall start new academic courses only in 
accordance with the norms and guidelines issued by the UGC, from time to time, on the subject. 

ix. Amrita Vishwa Vidyapeetham, Coimbatore, Tamil Nadu shall take appropriate steps to commence research 
programmes as well as doctoral and innovative academic programmes at all its constituent units as well as 
its Off-Campus Centre(s). 

x. Amrita Vishwa Vidyapeetham, Coimbatore, Tamil Nadu shall take all the required steps to get all the 
eligible academic courses/programmes of its Off-Campus Centre accredited for valid accreditation by the 
National Assessment and Accreditation Council (NAAC)/ National Board of Accreditation (NBA), as the 
case may be, in terms of the provisions as contained in the UGC (Institutions Deemed to be Universities) 
Regulations, 2016, as amended from time to time. 

xi. All the prescribed norms and procedures of the UGC and other Statutory Councils concerned in the matter 
of admission of students, intake capacity of students, renewal of approval to the academic course / 
programme, revision of intake capacity of students, starting of new courses / programmes, etc. shall 
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continue to be in force, and shall be adhered to by Amrita Vishwa Vidyapeetham, Coimbatore, Tamil Nadu 
and its Off-Campus Centre(s). 

xii. As and when necessary, Amrita Vishwa Vidyapeetham, Coimbatore, Tamil Nadu shall update or revise or 
modify its Memorandum of Association (MoA) / Rules with the approval of the UGC. 

xiii. The MoA/Rules, Regulations, Bye-laws of Amrita Vishwa Vidyapeetham, Coimbatore, Tamil Nadu shall 
clearly specify/reflect the names of all its constituent units and Off-Campus Centre(s), as are approved by 
the Central Government. 

xiv. Amrita Vishwa Vidyapeetham, Coimbatore, Tamil Nadu shall adhere to the instructions of the UGC as 
contained in the UGC (Institutions Deemed to be Universities) Regulations, 2016, as amended from time to 
time. 

xv. Amrita Vishwa Vidyapeetham, Coimbatore, Tamil Nadu and its Off-Campus Centre shall follow the fee 
structure as per the Rules and Regulations of the UGC.
